The time for summerfallowing 
the most essential operation of Wes: 
tern agriculture, is with us again. 

Summerfallowing is an ancient 
practice In most conntries it is 
practiced only to destroy weeds for 
veeds undoubtedly are moat effective 
nieans of depriving the soil of pre- 
elious moisture, and so of causing a 
heavy logs in crop yield, In Wee 
tern Canada, however, summerfal- 
Jowing is usually done for an even 
more important reason, which is to 
conserve an extra year’s supply of 
moisture, and so to gain a hetter 
assurance of a crop the following 
year, 

Records reveal that the best rains

ers. Other species of wild flowers, 
such as violets, hepaticas and the 
like whose flower stems rise directly 
from the roots, may be picked at 
will. provided the body of the plant 
is left undisturbed

gain a bloom is wanton destruction
